Gene Perron and his wife 
Evelyne launched their first 
retail store venture back in 
1936 from premises located 
where the Sport Shop is now 
located, When World War 2 


as the transaction for the Perron Store property is signed 
and sealed, This marks the end of 37 years in the store 
business for Mr, Perron, Roger Montpetit, owner of Stur- 
geon Electric will convert the Perron Store into Sturgeon 
Electrical Supplies, a self-serve outlet handling everything 
electrical from light bulbs, fans and remote controls for 
garage doors to complete bullding wiring kits, 


broke out, Gene voliihteered 
in the RCAF and served until 
the end of hostilities as an 
equipment serviceman, Dur- 
ing his absense, his wife 
Evelyne managed the store, 

In 1951 Gene and Evelyne’s 
general store had outgrown 
its premises and so it was 
at that time the Perrons de= 
cided to build on their own 
lot locatedat the northwest- 
ern corner of St, Anne and 
Perron Street. This is the 
property the Perrons sold 
last Friday to Mr, Monte 
petit, thus ending about 84 
continuous years when Pere 
ron’s operated businesses 
along Perron street in St, 
Albert, 

The first Perron to settle 
in St, Albert was Gene’s 
father, Fleuri, who arrived 
here in 1883, From that year 
until his death in 1930, 
Fleuri Perron was a highly 
motivated citizen and buse 
inessman, He operated a wide 
variety of businesses include 
ing general stores, a hotel 
and the such, All the while, 
Fleuri Perron served on the 
first council of St Albert 
and became one of this town’s 
most distinguished mayors, 
Perron Street was named 
after this pioneer business- 
man, 

During Gene and Evelyne 
Perron’s 37 years in busine 
ess, they worked as an un- 
beatable team, Evelyne nev- 
er missed a day atthe firm’s 
books while Gene developed

Rapeseed Marketing Objectives 


Not Clearly Defined For Voters

Rapeseed marketing 
board objectives are not 
clearly enough defined to 
allow producers to vote in- 
telligently on whether or not 
a board is wanted, 

According to David Walk. 
er, marketing economist 
with Alberta Agriculture, 
producers have three gener- 
al objectives in mind which 
should be examined closely 
before any decision is made 
about proceeding with avote, 

My. Walker says produce 
ers suggesting that rapeseed 
Should be Board marketed 
generally have one or more 
of the following three obe 
jectives in mind, 

1, Pooling to eliminate the 
daily price fluctuations and 
or the Vancouver/Thunder- 
bay price differentials at 
country élevators, 

2. Complete control of 
handling and transportation 
to eliminate supposedly sus- 
pect activity at terminal po- 
Sitions, 

3. Control of pricing and 
merchandising in the belief 
that the Canadian Wheat 
Board can out-perform the 
private trade inthis respect, 

However, states Mr. Wale 


ker, the methods by which’ 


it is suggested the Board will 
achieve these objectives, 
are effective in theory only, 
“It is very apparent from 
the modest role that the 
Wheat Board has played in 


the marketing of rapeseed 
to date that theoretical sol- 
utions to relatively minor 
practical problems can be- 
get monsters in the form of 
price distortions and oppor 
tunities for extortion, ’’ 

“The same is true, of 
course, for wheat and bare 
ley,”’ he states, ‘although 
the nature of the Wheat Board 
the nature of the Wheat 
Board’s operations hide 
them from the producers,’ 

In theory, says Mr, Walke 
er, there should be no pro- 
blem achieving the objective 
of pooled payments, with a 
single agency selling the 
crop on the future market, 
provide the agency limits 
its activity to hedging - that 
is, selling onthe future mar- 
ket all rapeseed as it is de- 
livered. However, he adds, 
in practice, such activity of 
a board is likely to be sus- 
pect, 

Examiging the objective 
of board control of handling 
and transportation, Mr, Wal- 
ker states that in theory 
complete contro] by a single 
agency could result in more 
rational allocation of facilit- 
ies.

All about soil sampling

A good representative soil 
sample, when analysed, will 
indicate what fertilizer or 
plant nutrients are required, 
A poor soil sample is just 
about as bad as no sampling

Producers can normally 
‘*guess’’ fairly closely as to 
how much fertilizer is ree 
quired if their sofl has re- 
cently been sampled and an- 
alysed, However, if no sam- 
pling has been done for the 
past two or three years, then 
this guess can cost the pro

Are Dietary Supplements As 
Necessary As Gaimed 


Health food faddists and 
health food stores promote 
the use of a wide variety 
of dietary supplements, For 
each one, a claim is made, 
which either exaggerates the 
truth, distorts the facts, or 
is not true at all, The un- 
truth is hard to establish, 
but here is a list of some of 
these supplements and spe- 
cial foods, the claim made 
for them, and the truth re- 
garding these claims, 

1, KELP TABLETS 

Claim: A source of iodine, 
calcium, phosphorus, iron, 
copper, magnesium, sodium 
and other minerals, and of 
alginic acid and mannitol, 

Truth: Kelp is a plant 
which grows in the sea and 
is compressed into tablets, 
The claims regarding min- 
eral content cannot be pro- 
ved without anlayzing the 
tablets. Alginic acid is not 
digestible so passes out of 
the body unchanged, Manni- 
tol is a nonenutrient com- 
ponent of food, used as an 
anti-sticking and texturing 
agent in gum and candy. 

2, GARLIC 

Claim: For health, beauty, 
and vigor. Improves stam- 
ina, prevents fatigue. The 
addition of parsley reduces 
aroma, cures intestinal dise 
orders, worms, respiratory 
infections, skin diseases, 
wounds and symptoms of ag- 
ing, reduces high blood pree 
ssure, cures T,B, and whoo- 
ping cough, prevents cancer, 
diphtheria, pneumonia, ty- 
phus, 

Truth: All the above 
claims are completely une 
founded, 

3. ROSE HIPS PLUS CIT« 
RUS BIOFIAVONOIDS 

Claim: Nature’s richest 
and most concentrated sour- 
ce of vitamin C, Citrus bio- 
flavenoids work with vitamin 
C to ensure our blood vess« 
els have strong and efficient 
walls, 

Truth; Rose hips (seed 
pods of roses) are anexcell- 
ent source of vitamin C, 
but are citrus fruits. Bioe 
flavenoids (from the skin of 
citrus fruits) are of no nut- 
ritional significance, 

4. BREWER’S YEAST 

Claim: A source of pro- 
tein and many vitamins, es- 
pecially the B vitamins, 


Truth: Brewers yeast is 
a rich source of B vitamins 
only, not of other vitamins, 
Besides, it is unappetizing 
and results in production of 
uncomfortable intestinal gas 

5. BONE MEAL 

Claim: A~source of cal- 
cium, phosphorus, and flour- 
ide, Calcium deficiency re- 
sults in defective teeth, de- 
mineralized bones, brittle 
hair, splitting fingernails, 
wounds and bruises that heal 
slowly, skin that has lost its 
elasticity, and tendency to 
gas, neuritis, back and leg 
pains; nervous headaches, 
and allergic diseases, 

Truth: For a few people 
with intolerance for milk, 
bone meal may be a useful 
calcium supplement. How- 
ever, some of these people 
can easily digest cheese, 
buttermilk, yogurt, and oth- 
er milk products, For other 
people, a glass and a half 
of milk provides 84% (420 
mg.) of the Canadian recom. 
mended daily intake of cale 
cium for an adult. The sym- 
ptons claimed above for cal- 
cium deficiency, outside of 
bone effects, are not true. 


6, VITAMIN C 

Claim: Intakes of 1 to 2 
grams per day will prevent 
and 4 to 10 grams per day 
will treat the common cold, 

Truth: The Canadian Diete 
ary Standard recommends 
an intake of 30 milligrams 
per day for the normal adult, 
and the U.S, allowances are 
set at 55 mg. (female) and 
60 mg. (male), Until scien- 
tific trials can be carried 
out, current knowledge ine 
dicates . the above claims 
have no scientific basis, It 
is also possible that large 
doses of ascorbic acid (Vite 
amin C) can change the che- 
mistry of the urinary tract. 

7, VITAMIN E 

Claim: Prevents coronary 
artery disease and is useful 
in treating cardiac (heart) 
disease, Prevents blood 
clots, Decreases the heart 
muscles need for oxygen, 
Improves strength, tone, and 
function of artery walls, ste 
rengthens heart muscles, 
regularizes pulse, normale 
izes blood pressure, Best 
treatment for burns, Helps 
diabetes. 

Truth: There is no docus 


No big difference seen 
in Fall- Spring fertilizing

Reliable tests reveal that 
there is no consistent diff- 
erence shown in the effec- 
tiveness of fall versus spring 
applied nitrogen fertilizer. 
If any differences do occur, 
then they are very little and 
can be one way or the other, 

If nitrogen fertilizer is 
broadcast, then it should be 
‘‘worked’’ into the soil to 
prevent loss from winds and 
spring run-off, If anhydrous 
ammonia is used, then at 
least one cultivation should 
be done prior to the amm- 
onia application, Ammonia 
should not be applied to heavy 
strawed areas or gumbo type 
soil because of loss to the 
air, The soil should be loose 
and fairly fine (not lumpy) to 
hold the ammonia until it 
changes to nitrates, 

Two main advantages of 
fall application are: 


a) reducing the spring 


work load, 
b) generally lower fertil- 
izer prices occur in the fall, 
Some disadvantages would 
be soil erosion and the non- 
flexible program for certain 
crops,

However, they have 
limited storage time and will 
germinate if not kept at re- 
gular refrigeration temper- 
atures, As well, the quality 
of the egg is below agricule 
tural standards for regular 


eggs. 

9. DEHYDRATED VEGE- 
TABLES 

Claim: For healthful 
Salads, soups, vegetable 


dinners. No spray, chemie 
cals, preservatives, just add 
water and the vegetables 
‘come alive’, 

Truth: 8 ounces of mixed, 
dehydrated vegetables for 
$1.50 will make 3 1/2 Ibs, 
of vegetables. The process 
of dehydration reduces vite 
amin C content, For $1.50 
one could purchase an equal 
or greater amount of fresh 
vegetables, with much sup= 
erior taste appeal.
